This is no t much security . No one can liv e on a little

As the so cial security sy stem gains 
mo mentum, the av erage will increase. 
At best, under the 
amendment effectiv e J an. J, the pay ments are no ne to o 
high. 
They are set as liberally as so und finances permit—* 
perhaps ev en higher. 
If Co ngress doesn t, increase the pay ­ 
ro ll tax fro m 1 per cent each fo r emplo y er and emplo y e to 2 
per cent each in 19 42, the security administratio n is go ing 
to find a lo t o f red ink splattered o v er its reco rds. 
Here, then, is a security pro gram stretched to the limit. 
It ex tends o nly to “ co v ered” wo rkers

who fulfill the requirements o f the Security act as amended 
by remaining emplo y ed fo r specified minimum perio ds. It 
do es no t y ield pay ments o n the basis o f need, but rather o n 
the basis o f av erage salary earned and length o f time em­ 


it represents the best that can be do ne with the present 
tax rate o n pay ro lls.
